MINISTERS’ NO WAR COMMITTEE

Dear Brother Minister: 

We write to you under the deep conviction that the real issue at 
Washington is, the entry of the United States into war. The undersigned 
believe that the United States should now take no step which irrevocably 
leads to war. 

We take this position not from any selfish point of view of an im¬ 
possible and undesirable isolation. But, it is our deep conviction that 
the United States can and should stay out of the war to play a far more 
significant role in international affairs. We think its moral and mate¬ 
rial resources should not now be flung into further devastation and de¬ 
struction. They should, become a ministry to populations victimized by 
war and a challenge to other nations to seek a basis for a just and last¬ 
ing peace. 

Surely in this grave hour no minister will want left undone what may 
be done to bring the wisdom and power of God into the affairs of mankind. 

We recognize the fact of differences of opinion existing among Christians 
concerning this war, and war as such. We are not here raising a question 
of pacifism, nor are we raising the question of aid to Great Britain. But 
we believe the evidence is conclusive that the overwhelming majority of 
people in the United States and within our churches are convinced that the 
United States can do more good for Great Britain in the long run, and for 
the world, by not going into the war in Europe and Asia. In penitence 
for our share in the world's chaos and suffering we should rededicate 
ourselves to sacrificial service in the rehabilitation of this war-torn 
world. 

Recognizing that no one is infallible in interpreting the consequences 
of a particular act, we are convinced that the Lease-Lend Bill is a long 
stride away from democracy and toward dictatorship in the United States! 

We further believe it makes probable, if not certain, a swift entry into 
the war. 


Whether the bill is wise or unwise, each man will need to judge for 
himself. We believe, however, that every minister and church should 
approach the present grave crisis in the spirit of prayer, and should seek 
to fulfill the responsibilities of citizenship according to the best judg¬ 
ment possible. We believe, therefore, that our people in every church 
should have an opportunity within the next week or ten days to meet, to 
become informed concerning the bill, to think through a factual analysis 
of the bill, and to act in the light of conscience and conviction. We are 
convinced that an objective analysis of the bill will indicate the dangers 
of dictatorship and war which in our view would be ruinous to the nation. 

We recommend, therefore, that ministers do the following things: 

T"irst i R ^ important that the Senators and Representatives from 
your own state be immediately informed, by you and by your laymen, of 
your judgment concerning this bill. Wire, write or phone them. 

Second, provide through called meetings or other special means 
information and analyses of the Lease-Lend Bill. A copy of one such 
analysis is enclosed. Additional copies may be secured at cost, i.e. 

200 per dozen; $1.00 per hundred. Action to be effective should be 
immediate. 


Third, contact other ministers in your community and unite with 
all those whose common purpose is to keep the United States out of the 
war, whatever other differences may exist. 












Fourth, send your name to the committee. 

Fifth, in all congregational meetings of your church, give oppor¬ 
tunity for public prayer for the justice and peace of the world. Wher¬ 
ever possible, keep your church open through the week for those desiring 
to pray for peace.

REV. HARRY FOSDICK 

Apologizes to the Unknown Soldier 
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MORAL COURAGE, the rarest of all virtues, was 
required by Rev. Dr Harry Fosdick when he arose 
before a large audience in New York City and made 
a speech, or rather a confession and an apology, 
to the wri known soldier. He said, in part: 

“I speak in penitent reparation to the unknown 
soldier. For all I know, the young man buried in 
Arlington was one of the young men who received 
spiritual consolation from me and died. ( 

“I stimulated raiding parties to their murderous 
tasks. Do you see why I want to make it personal? 
1 lied to the unknown soldier about a possible good 
conseque nee of the war. There are times when I 
don't want to believe in immortality—the times 1 
want to think the unknown soldier never can real¬ 
ize how fruitless was his effort. The support I gave 
to war is a deep condemnation on my soul-1 re¬ 

nounce war because of what it does to our men. I 
renounce it and never again will I be in another 
war. I’ll see you in prison first.” 

Dr. Fosdick is pastor of Riverside Baptist Church 
and is one of America’s best known clergymen. He 
spoke from Broadway Tabernacle. For several 
months he was in the trenches durin- the World 
War as a chaplain. Every since that, he says, he 
has been thinking about the ethical and moral ques- 


FATHERS, who are fearfully observing the threat 
ening war clouds gather, will read these beautifu- 
words of Rev. Fosdick and say a prayer for ter 
thousand more clergymen and ex-chaplains like himf 
' This speech coming as it did, so closely following 
the stand taken by the New York Methodists and 
the Southern Methodists Episcopal, who have de¬ 
cried war, is indicative that the “merchants of 
death” and the “disciples of Mars” are not going 
to have as easy a time convincing the churches that 
they should direct their efforts to recruiting “can¬ 
non fodder” for their holocaust as they did a decade 


ago. 

WE HOPE THAT Dr. Fosdick will continue 
the fight he has so well started, and that he will 
expose mass murder in all of its cruelties and shame¬ 
fulness. And we pray that a million more human¬ 
itarian, God-fearing men and women will come for¬ 
ward and strike at the war monster and enemy of 
Christianity and civilization. May they have courage^ 
fortitude, and perseverance, for, apparently, THE 
TIME DRAWS NIGH. The bands are playing mar¬ 
tial music. The war horror picture-preparedness 
stunt is about completed.

warriors and some belated women’s organizations; Chauvinism; Fear— 
every nation fearing every otner and probably no one nation having any 
more evil designs upon others than any other axainx has --; alliances and 
and so on.

to war against Germany. He quotes Colonel House as saying that had not 
Germany violated her treaty with Belgium and begun her pitiless undersea 
warfare "it would have been at least doubtful whether we would have finally 
landed in the Allied Camp or in the Camp of the Central power/**.

communist leader, extended the invitation 
which resulted in Dreiser’s pilgrimage to 
the communist Mecca, “It was not love 
at first sight, but admiration, which filled 
Theodore Dreiser when he arrived in 
Moscow,” Biedenkapp is quoted as saying 
in the Daily Worker, national communist 
organ, of December 19th, Biedenkapp’s 
present activity as national secretary of the 
International Workers’ Relief is in con¬ 
nection with the I. W. W. labor disturb¬ 
ances in Colorado. 

N EARLY every European non-commun¬ 
ist is having trouble with communist 
conspiracies against the established gov¬ 
ernment , Ten communist members of the 
Chamber of Deputies of Greece are being 
prosecuted for treason. Several hundred 
communists demonstrated in front of the 
parliament building while the debate was 
in progress, and several leaders were ar¬ 
rested. 

P AUL H. Douglas, professor of eco¬ 
nomics at the University of Chicago, is 
head of a committee recently formed in 
Illinois to fight national defense training 
as a required course in college and high 
school curricula. The needs of suffering 
students who are required to take eco¬ 
nomics in order to secure a degree will 
doubtless be looked after by some other 
committee later. 

M ISS Mary Winsor, of Haverford, Pa„ 
editor of Equal Rights, has returned 
home after an expedition to Moscow as 
chairman of the American Investigating 
Committee on Russian Women. Other 
members of the committee who returned 
with her were Mrs. Ella Rush .Murray, of 
New York, and Lucy Gwyone Branham, 
of Philadelphia. “It is painful,” says Miss 
Winsor, “to patriotic Americans to recog¬ 
nise how far this country lags behind Rus¬ 
sia in the treatment of women.” Miss 
Winsor otherwise loudly sounded the 
praises of soviet Russia, There is no per¬ 
ceptible rush of American women to enter 
the soviet paradise, and it is well known 
that except for Russian restrictions on 
emigration and American restrictions on 
immigration, not enough ships could be 
mustered to carry the army of Russian 
immigrants. 

A N ATTACK on the policies of the 
United States government in Latin- 
America was issued by “several promi¬ 
nent men and women” on December 19th. 
It was signed by Dr. David Starr Jordan, 
Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, John Clark, 
former justice ^f the U. S, Supreme 
Court, more recently identified with the 
League of Nations movement, Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise, President McCracken 
and Thomas P, Moffat, United States 
Minister to Nicaragua under the Wilson 
administration. It was said that the per¬ 
sons signing the pronunciamento were actu¬ 
ated in issuing the criticism by the ap¬ 
proach of the Pan-American Congress at 
Havana, where President Coolidge is to 


been contemplating speeches and resolu¬ 
tions adverse to the United States. 

T HE organization known as the Peo¬ 
ple’s Reconstruction League has changed 
its name to the Anti-Monopoly League. 
The officers in the new organization are 
almost identical with those in the old. 
President, Hon. Geo. L. Record; Treas¬ 
urer, W. Jett Lauck; Executive Secretary, 
Ben C. Marsh; Executive Committee, 
Henry T. Hunt; Judge Jackson H. Ralston, 
Wm, S. U'ren, Frank P. Walsh. The pur¬ 
pose of the organization is stated as fol¬ 
lows: “The Anti-Monopoly League—suc¬ 
cessor to the People’s Reconstruction 
League—seeks to end private monopoly 
in natural resources. We are starting with 
water-power, anthracite coal and pipe 
lines—the basis of the oil monopoly.” 

A N QFFICIAL jof tfre m Federal Coun¬ 
cil of Churches has written to an in¬ 
quiring minister staring that the Research 
Department of the Council is not in full 
sympathy with the position taken by Mr. 
Eddy and Kirby Page in their book M The 
Abolition of War.” Fifteen thousand 
copies of this book are said to have been 
sent to ministers by the Federal Council 
with the suggestion that the book was one 
which they would find worth while to 
read. The question arises as to why, if 
the council does not endorse or wholly ap¬ 
prove the book, it was broadcasted so 
widely at heavy expense. 

T HE Federated Press is furnishing pro- 
bolshevist material for such “labor” 
papers in the United States as are willing 
to handle it. One of these features is a 
series lauding the “achievements” of com¬ 
munism in Russia. Another it by Prof. 
Scott Nearing, who is now travelling in 
the Orient. Anna Louise Strong, now in 
China, has been sending pro-communist 
articles from that quarter. 

N OW that the Chinese Nationalists have 
turned against the intriguing agents of 
Moscow who wrecked the revolution, there 
has been a sudden subsidence of the 
“Hands Off China” movement engineered 
by radicals in the United States. Instead 
the radical press teems with denunciations 
of the “bloody massacres being carried on 
by the Chinese leaders.” The plotters of 
violent revolution directed against the 
western powers and in favor of bolshevik 
domination have been “hoist by their own 
petard” and there is consternation among 
the American radicals and their “liberal” 
sympathizers and co-workers. 

A N adequate answer to the pamphlet 
against national defense training of 
youth in high schools and colleges, writ¬ 
ten by Winthrop D. Lane, socialist, and 
distributed in vast quantities by sympa¬ 
thetic organizations, is found in the book 
“Every Man a Brick—The Status of Mili¬ 
tary Training in American Universities,” 
written by Merritt A. Chambers, instructor 
in political science. Oregon State Agricul- 


scholastic national defense training, clear¬ 
ing up many misapprehensions which have 
been created by radical and super-senti¬ 
mental persons in their demand for com¬ 
plete disarming of the United States at a 
time when such a policy would clearly re¬ 
sult in the nation’s undoing. Such train¬ 
ing is of course, justified on other than 
military grounds. Discipline and coopera¬ 
tion and scientific physical exercise are 
perhaps the three most glaring lacks in 
social life today. This training supplies 
all of these. That it creates blood-thirsti¬ 
ness or the desire for combat is one of 
the illusions cherished by ultra-pacifists 
and cultivated by enemies of the existing 
governmental order who wish to pounce 
upon an unprepared defending population. 

M EXICAN radicals in California are 
being organized, as Mexicans, under 
the Confederation of Mexican Societies. 
In some of these societies bitter attacks 
are made on the American government by 
radical agitators. The fight of Mexican 
leaders in the United States against in¬ 
corporation of Mexican immigrants into 
the American population accentuates the 
importance of bringing Mexico within the 
terms of the quota law. 

T HE Workers (communist) Party is 
joining actively in the fight that is to 
be staged on Capitol Hill this winter 
against the “injunction menace.” The in¬ 
junction has operated effectively against 
radicals who attempt to incite workers to 
violence during labor disputes. The Com¬ 
munist Party has issued a half million of 
an edition of one million pamphlets to be 
circulated in this campaign. Following is 
an excerpt from this pamphlet: 

“DOWN WITH GOVERNMENT BY 
INJUNCTION 

“Workers, the injunction menace must 
be fought to a finish or it will finish all 
of us. We must break the injunction 
blockade. Hurl back the concentrated in¬ 
junction drive. Disregard, disobey, break 
every injunction, tear every injunction 
edict to pieces. Treat every injunction 
as a scrap of paper. Workers, there is 
only one way to treat injunction courts and 
judges—that way is to show them outright 
contempt. Every injunction handed down 
must be defied, every injufiction must be 
broken, every injunction must be disre¬ 
garded and violated en masse. Let us 
gather our forces to fight for a workers 
government.” 

A HIGHLY capable speaker available 
for addresses before women’s clubs 
and other civic organizations on the sub¬ 
ject of destructive radicalism is Mary Pat¬ 
terson Shelton, of Leonia, N. J. Well in¬ 
formed on matters of state and national 
legislation she speaks eloquently and force¬ 
fully.

Other bills being pushed by the organiza¬ 
tion are: one to restore the rights of citi¬ 
zenship to 1,500 convicted for utterances 
against the U. S. government during the 
World War; reorganization of the deporta¬ 
tion machinery; limitation of injunction in 
labor disputes ; restriction of the power of 
federal courts to punish for contempt out¬ 
side the presence of court. The organiza¬ 
tion announces that the “Progressive Con¬ 
ference” in Washington, D. C., last spring 
adopted the Civil Liberties program in its 
platform and those Senators and Repre¬ 
sentatives will lead their legislative fight 
in Congress. 

The A. C. L. U. announces as gains, “the 
refusal of the U. S. Supreme Court to re¬ 
view a case from Washington in which 
Bible-reading in public schools was sought 
to be established; a decision of the U. S. 
Department of Labor permitting a Chinese 
communist, an anti-fascist communist and 
a Spanish communist to depart for Russia 
instead of their native lands; the discharge 
of ten communists held in Portland a year 
under the Oregon Criminal Syndicalism 
Law.” They list as their fourteen “losses” 

. cases involving communists, pacifists, sedi¬ 
tious, socialist and other activities. 

Senator Blaine of Wisconsin has intro¬ 
duced the A. C. L. U.’s bills to restore 
citizenship to those I. W. W.’s,, socialists 
and conscientious objectors arrested during 
the war for utterances against the U. S. 
government. The A. C. L. U.’s anti-injunc¬ 
tion bill has been presented by Norris, 
Blaine and Walsh. 

This organization recently assailed Sec¬ 
retary of Labor Doak and President Hoo¬ 
ver for advocating stricter alien deporta¬ 
tion laws, etc. Secretary Doak assailed as 
un-American “those organizations of Amer¬ 
ican citizens” that defend violent activities 
in this country and constantly rush to the 
defense of communists and other radicals 
entangled in the government’s deportation 
net. While he made not mention of the 
American Civil Liberties Union, he referred 
to it without a doubt. 

npHE recent Pennsylvania State Confer- 
A ence on World Peace held in Harris¬ 
burg approved the following international¬ 
ists, slackeristic and pacifists program: 
ratification of the World Court protocol, 
entrance of the United States into the 
League of Nations, permission of alien con¬ 
scientious objectors to become citizens of 
the United States, "abolition of military 
training in schools and colleges, adjustment 
of war debts and reparations, and drastic 
reductions in land, naval and air armaments 
of the United States until the army reaches 
the status of a police force, as well as dis¬ 
continuing preparation for gas and disease 
germ warfare. 

Bishop Francis J. McConnell, of the Fed¬ 
eral Council of Churches, the Committee on 
Militarism in Education, the National Coun¬ 
cil for the Prevention of War, the Public 


Ownership League of America and numer¬ 
ous other organizations of a radical type, 
addressed the conference. Dr. Melville 
Wright, of the National World Court Com¬ 
mittee, urged the members to “bombard 
the Senators of the United States with let¬ 
ters urging them to ratify the World Court 
protocols.” Dr. Jesse H. Holmes of 
Swarthmore College, addressed the confer¬ 
ence, opposing military training and the 
bearing of arms as a duty of citizenship. 
Other speakers included Frederick J. Libby, 
of the National Council for the Prevention 
of War; Miss Anne A. West, of the Amer¬ 
ican Association of University Women; and 
Rabbi Phillip D. Bookstaber. .A commit¬ 
tee was appointed to present the resolutions 
to Senators Reed and Davis of Pennsyl¬ 
vania. Rev. Walter Van Kirk, of the Fed¬ 
eral Council of Churches, quoted President 
Hoover as saying the United States is 
spending one-fourth as much as all the rest 
of the world on war budgets and that of 
the estimated five billions spent for World 
War budgets, this country’s was one bil¬ 
lion more than that of any other nation. 
Senator Reed was denounced for his ad¬ 
dress before the National Guard in which 
he stated, “Our best assurance of peace is 
our military fitness.” 

npHE pacifist-socialist World Tomorrow 
1 magazine, edited by Rev. Kirby Page, 
Bishop Francis McConnell, president of the 
Federal Council of Churches, Rev. Rein* 
hold Niebuhr, John Nevin Sayre, Samuel 
Calvert of the Federal Council of Churches, 
Norman Thomas of the Socialist Party, 
John Haynes Holmes, acting chairman of 
the red defending American Civil Liberties 
Union, Sherwood Eddy, avowed socialist 
now in Russia, A. J. Muste, and other radi¬ 
cals, gives considerable prominence to the 
fact that the Central Methodist Episcopal 
Church of Brooklyn, N, Y., recently hung 
the reg flag of the Soviet Union at a recent 
peace gathering sponsored by the Brooklyn 
Federation of Church. The article is headed, 
“Hammer and Sickle in Church.” When 
American churches honor the red commu¬ 
nistic and atheistic government which has 
sworn to overthrow of the U. S. govern¬ 
ment forcefully and violently, by display¬ 
ing its national emblems, it is just about 
time to test the minds of those ministers 
responsible for the act. 

The publication eulogizes Senator Borah 
for his address before the William E. Borah 
Foundation for the Outlawry of War at 
Moscow (Idaho) and for his tribute to S. 
O. Levinson, a member of the National 
World Court Committee and of the Amer¬ 
ican Committee for the Outlawry of War. 


'V^/’HILE pacifists urge total disarma¬ 
ment for the United States and all 
other non-communist nations, and at the 
same time demand that the United States 
recognize and co-operate with the red re¬ 
gime in Russia of which they have nothing 
to say about disarmamenting, Col. S. S. 
Pessarevsky (Russian), a visitor to the 
capital, claims that “poison gases of hor¬ 
rible effectiveness to be discharged from 
airplanes equipped for long distance flights 


such as the two red planes which passed 
over the full width of the United States 
last summer in a circle of.the globe, will 
be the chief weapon of Soviet Russia in 
case of war. Colonel Pessarevsky lias been 
exiled from Russia, but is kept reliably in¬ 
formed on Russian war plans. “Not only 
is Russia concentrating her war efforts on 
invention and preparation of gases designed 
to penetrate all possible defenses, but she 
is harboring German military flying schools 
in direct violation to the Versailles Treaty,” 
said the officer. Soviet war plans are in 
charge of a special department known as 
the “Aviohim,” he said, and a communist 
by the name of Bach, known as one of the 
most capable professors of chemical sci¬ 
ence, is at the head of the department 
created by the government for the study 
and discovery of new and more deadly poi¬ 
son gases for use from airplanes. Great 
secrecy, of course, surrounds this depart¬ 
ment.” Pessarevsky continued: “Russian 
alliance with Germany in case of war may 
be expected, not only because of credit ties 
between the two nations, but because of 
the interest of Germany in the development 
of the airplane gases and because of Rus¬ 
sia’s co-operation with Germany in per¬ 
mitting operation of the forbidden German 
war preparations. Russia is on the verge of 
a crisis. Not many know of the terrible 
things that are going on there. Commu¬ 
nism has failed. The depression is felt 
there much worse than it is in any other 
country. The reason she can undersell all 
other countries is because she doesn’t pay 
her workmen. Most of the people hate 
communism and the only reason they tol¬ 
erate it is because the government has 
special troops which keep the people 
frightened,” 

Among the pacifist organizations which 
demand that the United States disarm and 
that this nation recognize the Soviet which 
has sworn to over throw our government 
are the Libby, National -Council for the 
Prevention of War; Jane Addams 1 Organi¬ 
zation, the Women’s International League 
for Peace and Freedom; the War Registers' 
International; the Fellowship of Reconcilia¬ 
tion and twenty to thirty others. 

OOLICE raided the International Labor 
* Defense (communist) and the Portu¬ 
gese Workers Club headquarters at Ossin¬ 
ing, N. Y., recently. The arrested were 
taken to Ellis Island for deportation. The 
Committee for the Protection of Foreign 
Born and the International Labor Defense 
(both communist) have employed legal as¬ 
sistance for the defense of the arrested 
aliens and has ordered protest meetings in 
the state. It was this organization that 
stormed the capital of the United States 
in January, 1931. Mayor Murphy of De¬ 
troit is an official of the organization. 

T^HE American Civil Liberties Union, of 
which Rev. John Haynes Holmes, Rog¬ 
er Baldwin, Rev. Harry F. Ward and six 
dozen or more radical pacifists, socialists, 
and what-not compose the steering commit¬ 
tee, is elated about its victory over the

My cut finger still precludes faiicy typing, but your 
prohibition editoriai started so® thing, as you suspected, and here are 
the fruits from my vines. 

Surely you don't/ really mean what^rou say on p*4, that 
If we were to determine our vote solely on the prohibition wuestion, we 
should cast our ballot for Mr. Hoover". I wouldn't; I don't want the v 
saloon back, or brewers' profits, and he has no program against either. 
The S.P. platform is realistic and effective; public ownership would kill 
most of the social evils in the liquor trade and reduce the issue 
down to one's opinion on whether drinking is ever justifiable, and to 
the mam question in an immediate_sense, which is one of democracy. 

J - J ersonally I am fairly sure that a majority of our people 
are now m favor of repeal. Whether this bet rue or not, I favor repeal- 
myself, provided that it can be accompanied afterwards by the Socialist 
program. I have followed the Party program here in my State campaign for 
the U.S. Senate; attached hereto is a copy of a public statement which 
was used throughout the State press. I don't see how I can be classed 
therefore as an "ardent dry". Were I a dictator and were there no other 
people’s wishes to consider except my own, I would bar strong liquor and 
legitimize light wines and beers (realizing that a minimum of bootlegging 
would go on as indeed it always has and always will go on). I di ould 
drink a small amount of light wine at times and assuredly would drink 
a small quantity of light beer regularly, to my great physical benefit, 
as I did when abroad* I recall how some of the best plans ever hatched 

for the International P.O.R. - or was it that we only were led to 

think they were feood by a oogditi on we incorrectly analyzed?-were 

worked out by Kevin and me over a couple of bottles of hellas bier up 
in the Bavarian Alps. There is beer and beer; but when it is light and 
the quantity is small, as President Hutchins of Berea used to tell his 
Oberlin Bible class (to my horror at the time) it is of distinct physical 
benefit. Certainly Englidi tea is much more poisonous, and most American 
coffee. 

I hope I don't become the staff's black sheep hereby. But 
let us not be ardent drys in the Charley Curtis sense. I know at least 
four of the staff who drink beer when in Europe and like it. Thus I 
would cease referring to us, collectively, as "ardent drys"l I would also 
vote to cut out the second paragraph on page 1, which seem6 extreme and 
unsupported by evidence in so extreme a form. On page 4 the final para¬ 
graph only weakens the editorial and could well be cut out. 

Jim Maurer tells a story about a sneaker on behalf of 
prohibition at the Democratic convention. This fellow got thirsty and 
noticed a glass of water on the table. He lifted it up, but before taking 
a sip, he absent-mindedly tried to blow the foam off of it. His speech 
didn't get across.

’WHERE VS START) OH PHQHIBITICV 

b a number of short paragraphs, we desire to outline our 

attitude toward prohibition. 

The liquor traffic Is a scourge to the human race. The personal 
and social evils which flow from it utterly outweigh the satisfaction of in¬ 
dividual appetites. Health, safety, morality, domestic harmony, standards 
of living, and political integrity are all disastrously affected by the 
sale o on sumption of Intoxicating liquor, 

Tho prohibition of the tale and transportation of strong drink; is 
ethically Justifiable for the same reasons that validate the banning of narcotics 
and the enforcement of traffic regulations. Pacifists as we are, we eannot 
accept as legitimate the theory that social coercion ie ianoral or inexpedient. 

In a complex industrial civilization, numerous social compulsions are im¬ 
perative if chaos utter ruin are to he avoided, when a practice or an 
institution becomes monstrously destructive of human values, its abolition 
is not only permissible but obligatory. 

In an urbanized country, where the various regions are indissolubly 
linked together by modern means of transportation, national, prohibition alone 
can he made effective. The private automobile, the heavy truck, and the aim- 
plans have obliterated state, comity and city lines, with the result that 
prohibition cannot be mforced In one ooumnltf if a neighboring area is wet, 

national prohibition can be upheld only on condition that a consider¬ 
able majority of the pseple are willing to observe It and are favorable to its 
enforcement, A bare majority ie insufficient where personal appetites are 
concerned, evasion is «uy, and powerful vested interests are opposed. Is 
are convinced that in 1920 the United States as a whole was overwhelmingly 

dry. 








nevertheless, the necessary substantial majority is new lacking In 


away regions of this nation. It is probably true to say that most cities 
in all sections of the country are dripping vet. This fact makes Inevitable 
the breakdown of prohibition in these conaaaltiee and adjacent territories. 

The reasons for this drastic reversal of opinion are numerouo, and in elude t 
the mistaken strategy of the dxys in enphasizing lav enforcement. Instead of 
stressing temperance education; feeble memories of the terrible evils of the 
pre-prohibition liquor traffic; the total lack of experience of licensed liquor 
on the part of young people; the rebellion of this generation against re¬ 
straints and re strict Ians of all kinds; and the all too visible vioes of im¬ 
perfectly enforced prohibition. 

Thus convinced prohibitionists find themselves impaled upon ex¬

Since the Republican party has in those latter years received 
the ent hus iastic support of most dxys. it is important to realize how 
completely President Hoover has abandoned prohibition ae a national policy.

True enough the President is strongly against the return of the saloon and 

promises to project dxy regions from their wet neighbors. Put he eites no 

evidenoe and advanoes no argonauts to show that under state prohibition 

this will be possible. Indeed, the evidenoe le overwhelmingly to the 

contrary. 

That the President has attempted to Seattle the ship of national 
prohibition le realized by many of its outstanding advocates, although 
numfeeous influential dry Republicans are now caap&i^iae for the President 
as the lesser of two evils. In eonmentlng upon Hr. Hoover 1 s acceptance 
speech. Her. James K. Shields, superintendent of the Hew Jersey Anti—Saloon 
League, says! "It is terribly disappointing... How Hr. Hoover is running on 
e platform nearly the same as A1 Smith ran ea..." Bishop Richardson, national 
president of the Anti-Saloon League, confesses; "I am greatly disappointed... 
It seems to me almost Alldish to say that since one plan has not been able 
to be enforced successfully, forty-eight plans will succeed In enforcement.■ 
Dr. Clarence True Wilson, of the Methodist Board of Prohibition, declares 
that the President* s address will not meet with the "moral conditions of 
the dzys, who elected him by a majority of millions four years age.* 

The Christian has been so consistently and passionately dry that In 

the past three ean^algns it successively supported Hr. Harding, Hr. Coolldge, 
and Ur. Hoover. Yet it now says that the President* e acceptance speech 
"makes it difficult for defenders of the eighteenth amendment to wan en¬ 
thusiastic over his candidacy. They arc now in much the same position as 
Senator Borah - they cannot support Hr. Hoover * on this platform. *■ 

This journal goes on to say that if the drys elect Hr. Hoover, "they help 

to swell a popular presumption against the retention of the eighteenth 
amendment." 












Although the President has proved himself to be aa apostate 
to the cause of national prohibition, he Is not eo net as Governor Roosevelt. 
If eo were to determine our vote solely on the prohibition question, we 
should oast our ballot for Mr. Hoover. But the actual and practical 
difference between the two candidates is so slight that the subordination 
of other extremely vital problems would seem to us the height of folly, 
for years the religious forces of the country have regarded prohibition 
as the moral issue to which all other political questions must be sub- 
, ordinated, with the result that the moat reactionary of our political 
parties has received the votes and prayers of a vast majority of church 
□embers. 

As ardently dry as are the editors sf The World Tomorrow, they 
are convinced that economic and international Issues are paramount in 
the presidential caooaign and should determine the "moral" vote of the 
country. With regard to these questions the Socialist candidate stands 
on a lofty peak above his opponents in the swamps below. The most sig¬ 
nificant political victory that oould be wen by the religious people of 
the nation this year would be the polling of several million votes for 
Borman Thomas. 

After the election is over, we shall return to a discussion 
/of the various alternatives open to prohibitionists. We agree with 
The Christ I n Century that "a presidential campaign, and especially suoh 
a campaign as that of this year, is not the time or the method of coming 
to terns with the liquor problem." And so in the meantime we propose to 
l devote our energies to the all-important task of undermining capitalism 
\ and swelling the incoming tide of socialism.

I N THE last four days of 1914 a group of some 130 
persons met together at Cambridge University in Eng¬ 
land and there founded The Fellowship of Reconciliation. 
In a statement of basis, which has since become historic, 
they recorded their general agreement on the following 
points: 

1. That Love, as revealed and interpreted in the life and 
death of Jesus Christ, involves more than we have yet 
seen, that it is the only power by which evil can be 
overcome, and the only sufficient basis of human 
society. 

2. That, in order to establish a world-order based on 
Love, it is incumbent upon those who believe in this 
principle to accept it fully, both for themselves and 
in their relation with others, and to take the risks 
involved in doing so in a world which does not as 
yet accept it. 

3- That, therefore, as Christians, we are forbidden to 
wage war; and that our loyalty to our country, to 
humanity, to the Church Universal, and to Jesus 
Christ our Lord and Master, calls us instead to a life- 
service for the enthronement of Love in personal, 
social, commercial, and national life. 

4. That the Power, Wisdom, and Love of God stretch 
far beyond the limits of our present experience, and 
that He is ever waiting to break forth into human life 
in new and larger ways. 

5. That since God manifests Himself in the world 
through men and women, we offer ourselves to Him 
for His redemptive purpose, to be used by Him in 
whatever way He may reveal to us. 

Among the founders of the Fellowship at this time 
were Henry T. Hodgkin, elected Chairman; Lucy Gard¬ 
ner, Joan Mary Fry, W. E. Orchard, and Richard Roberts. 

In succeeding months Dr. Hodgkin, Leyton Richards, 
and Richard Roberts brought the message of the Fellow¬ 
ship to the United States. An American branch was 
formed at Garden City, New York, November 11 and 
12, 1915. Its officers were Gilbert A. Beaver, Chairman; 
Edward W. Evans, Secretary; Charles J. Rhoads, Treas¬ 
urer. Other Secretaries who served the Movement in its 
formative years were Norman Thomas, Bishop Paul 
Jones, and John Nevin Sayre. 
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EXPANSION 


USE OF "FORCE" 


The first international conference of the Fellowship 
was held at Bilthoven, Holland, October 4 to 11, 1919- 
About fifty persons from ten nations were present. 
Almost at once they discovered a deep unity. Each had 
borne a burden of pacifist suffering In the Great War, 
This conference made arrangements to extend the Move¬ 
ment across the various frontiers. Subsequently, mem¬ 
bers and branches have taken root in most nations of 
Europe and Asia. Numerically, the strongest groups 
are still in Great Britain and the United States, which 
number 13,000 and 10,000 respectively. 

VIEWPOINT 

In general, members have not tried to build a pressure 
organization; the emphasis has been, rather, to en¬ 
courage each member to apply the principles of the Fel¬ 
lowship in and through whatever groups or institutions 
he might touch. Like white corpuscles in the body's 
blood stream, members of the Fellowship are in society 
to bring health and healing to its %vounded parts wherever 
violence, or the spirit of violence, occurs. The work of 
the Fellowship is being done in a thousand different ways, 
as die members find various opportunities to translate 
their vision of the united human family into concrete 
reality. They see the world as a battleground, it is true, 
but more essentially as a field for the expression of fel¬ 
lowship in both intimate and world-embracing terms. 
They see human beings as having the capacity for team¬ 
work, with instincts of love, loyalty, sacrifice, and hero¬ 
ism, as well as divisive and self-regarding characteristics 
which are often painfully apparent. They see the social 
problem in essence not as a struggle against human per¬ 
versity for the accomplishment of purposes which are sup¬ 
posed to be good for people, but which they oppose; 
instead, the problem is approached with a view to elicit¬ 
ing those existent qualities in men which are needed for 
the building of a better world, rudimentary, perhaps, and 
often covered over and hidden by anti-social attitudes, 
but waiting to be called forth, developed, and perfected. 
In the pursuit of this adventure the Fellowship has con¬ 
fidence that it is working with human nature and the 
evolving forces of the universe. As against all the propa* 
ganda and divisiveness of racism and modern nationalism, 
the Fellowship sees God invading society through human 
personality and destined to win against untruth and sheer 
mechanical power. 


To restrain aggression and violence may require a 
limited and temporary use of compulsion, but that does 
not give a blanket warrant for the use of '‘force 1 *. There 
are important ethical distinctions between death-dealing 
wholesale force as applied by armies, or food blockades, 
and the exercise of police power within a community. In 
the latter case the force is applied under the control of 
law, is approved by public opinion in the community 
where it operates, discriminates between innocent and 
guilty persons, is used rarely to kill, and does not 
result in the police of different cities arming against each 
other. Unfortunately, armies and navies operate under 
no such limitations; and while there is still room for a 
great deal of improvement in force as exercised by police, 
most members of the Fellowship do not regard police 
force as irremediable or immediately dispensable. Their 
criteria as to the valid employment of force would be: 
(1) May it reasonably be expected to produce construc¬ 
tive results? and (2) Is it the kind of force which can be 
used consistently with the sanctity of personality and the 
redemptive purpose of Christ? 

Resort to physical force in order to stop the evil-doer 
is always fraught with danger, a sign perhaps of weak¬ 
ness rather than of strength. The Cross of Jesus sym¬ 
bolizes the real and ultimate force for defense of right¬ 
eousness against aggression. This is the power of a love 
which is not seeking its own, which is calm and collected 
because it draws upon the infinite Love which is at the 
heart of the universe, which has no desire to injure any 
one, which cannot be worn down or betrayed into im¬ 
patience or violence but instead accepts suffering at the 
hands of evil-doers, and prays for its crudfiers: "Father, 
forgive them, for they know not what they do.” The 
practice of this love is the final step in a method which 
will prove not less creative and revolutionary in the field 
of human relationships than has been the scientific 
method in its sphere. Most men have not even begun to 
explore its possibilities; but it is a method to be experi¬ 
mented with and collectively applied by the disciples of 
Jesus and of the other prophets of non-violence, as it 
was employed by the early Christians to withstand the 
persecution of the Roman dictatorship, or as it was em¬ 
ployed by the unarmed Quakers in Colonial Pennsylvania, 
who for seventy years were safe from attack by Indians 
while in all the other Colonies armed whites suffered 
massacres, or as it is employed today by the followers 







of Gandhi in corporately organizing non-violent action 
in India. 

PACIFIST PROJECTS 

From time to time the Fellowship has undertaken par¬ 
ticular enterprises symbolic of its central purpose. Such 
were a reconciliation tour of the principal cities of Ger¬ 
many soon after the war, a Mission of Peace and Friend¬ 
ship to Central America in 1928 when the United States 
Marines had invaded the soil of Nicaragua and were 
fighting against Sandino, an International Fellowship 
Camp at Oberammergau during the Passion Play of 1930, 
and a Youth Disarmament Crusade whose German- 
French-British-Belgian teams marched to the World Dis¬ 
armament Conference in 1932, with meetings in towns 
and villages along the way attracting an attendance of 
50,000 persons. 

In 1936 Embassies of Reconciliation was launched, 
with George Lansbury, M.P., as chief ambassador and 
Canon Charles E. Raven of Cambridge University as 
Chairman. A gallant attempt was made to avert the 
present war by face-to-face appeals to heads of govern¬ 
ments, by mass meetings, and by news stories in the press 
of the world publicizing Mr. Lansbury’s plea for a peace 
conference before the war instead of afterwards. In in¬ 
cessant travels and visits Mr. Lansbury put this plea be¬ 
fore President Roosevelt, Chancellor Hitler, Signor Mus¬ 
solini, King Leopold of Belgium, the Prime Ministers of 
France, Great Britain, Scandinavia, the Balkan countries, 
and other statesmen. He continued this labor even after 
the war had begun and up to the day that death stilled 
his effort. 

Muriel Lester* "the jane Addams of London/ 1 is an¬ 
other Fellowship ambassador who goes with the F.O.R. 
gospel to japan, China, India, Continental Europe, South 
America, and all over the United States. A third am¬ 
bassador in this trio is Dr. F. Siegmund-Schultze, former 
chaplain to the Kaiser, a heroic pacifist all through the 
first World War and ever since, who, from his present 
base in Switzerland, aids refugees and guides the work 
of the International Fellowship of Reconciliation on the 
Continent, 

In the United States the Fellowship or its local groups 
have initiated or participated in enterprises to improve 
relations between persons of different races and to pro¬ 
vide constructive solutions in industrial conflicts. Such 
a project to maintain and deepen understanding and feb 
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lowship between Japanese and whites on the Pacific Coast 
was undertaken early in 1941. 

Five years before, on the occasion of provocative U. S. 
Naval manoeuvers in the far-Padfic* the Fellowship sent 
an Open Letter to the People of Japan signed by 301 
American religious leaders which told of their effort to 
oave President Roosevelt change this plan. It invited 
the people of Japan to cooperate with Americans of good 
will in weaving the seaways of the broad Pacific into 
bonds of unity in the world community. This letter was 
published simultaneously in the press of Japan and 
America on the day when the Naval manoeuvers began. 

Some Fellowship groups and "peace teams" are volun¬ 
tarily devoting time to rehabilitation projects in depressed 
areas and to works of mercy. Much effort has been 
given to a campaign to break the British and German 
food blockade against the people in German-occupied 
countries in Europe, and many Fellowship members are 
fasting one meal each week and contributing the money 
thus saved to a fund to provide food and medicine for 
the starving in Europe. 

CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTION 

The Fellowship opposed enactment of the United States 
conscription law of 1940 and believes this law should be 
repealed. Meanwhile, the F.O.R. is concerned to defend 
civil liberties (as far as possible under the law) and in 
particular the minority rights of conscientious objectors 
to military service. The Fellowship helps support, and 
is an active participant in, the National Service Board 
for Religious Objectors. Other organizations represented 
on this Board include the Quakers, Mennonites, Dunk- 
ards, World Peace Commission of the Methodist Church, 
and the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America. The Fellowship has assisted in organizing 
several hundred city councils of information and advice 
for conscientious objectors, and it cooperates in the main¬ 
tenance of C.O.s in alternative service camps. 

CONFERENCES AND ORGANIZATION 

For the spreading of its message and deepening of its 
life the Fellowship owes much to the many conferences 
which year in and year out it has conducted. In the 
United States there are held annually a General Confer¬ 
ence and several Regional Conferences. In many locali¬ 
ties, members meet together weekly or monthly in Fel¬ 
lowship groups, or "peace teams," where they seek 
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through fellowship in work* study, and prayer to equip 
tliemselves for more effective service in the pacifist cause. 
In one hundred cities there are metropolitan Fellowship 
groups. They operate on the principle that "one loving 
heart sets another on fire" and that "camp-fires" of paci¬ 
fism are more effective than the candlelight of isolated 
individuals in times of darkness and storm. In 1939- 
1940, 186 Christian Pacifist Conferences" were held 
throughout the country. Members work a great deal 
m and through the churches, because it is recognized that 
to the Church especially belongs the sacred duty of pro¬ 
claiming the unity of mankind in Jesus Christ and of 
leading in his reconciling mission. In the Protestant 
Episcopal and Baptist denominations work is furthered 
through the Episcopal Pacifist Fellowship and the Baptist 
Pacifist Fellowship, whose memberships form a part of 
the F.OJL r 

The central office of the Fellowship is in New York 
City. Here is published its magazine and other literature. 
Here much or the planning for national strategy and 
action is worked out by an executive staff and Executive 
Committee of the National Fellowship Council. The 
New York office arranges contacts and schedules for 
speakers who travel the country to present the Fellowship 
message. It carries on a voluminous correspondence with 
people everywhere and 1$ the headquarters service-station 
for members. Regional organization, with office and 
regional Secretaries, exists in New England, the Mid- 
West, the South, and on the Pacific Coast. The policy and 
control of the Fellowship is in the hands of a National 
Council of fifty members elected for two-year terms of 
service. 


LITERATURE 

A monthly magazine, FELLOWSHIP, .is sent to all 
contributing members. It is the outstanding organ of 
Christian pacifism in the United States and contains news 
of the world-wide pacifist movement and articles by its 
leading thinkers. In addition, books and pamphlets are 
produced under the planning and supervision of the 
Fellowships Literature Committee. 


YOUTH SECTION 

In recent years the Fellowship's youth program has 
expanded and become increasingly strong and dynamic. 
With confusion and bewilderment confronting youth 


everywhere, young people are coming to the Fellowship, 
believing that a clear-cut judgment against the war '£y s ' 
tem is primary to an effective youth movement. The 
youth work is largely autonomous, under the direction of 
a youth committee and management by youth secretaries. 


FINANCIAL SUPPORT 

The Fellowship in the United States is supported en¬ 
tirely by voluntary contributions of members and friends 
in this country. It has no endowment, investments, 
•■financial angel", or reserve funds. Every year its work 
depends on generous giving. Each member decides how 
much he can do. In 1940 there were over 600 Sustaining 
Members, each of whom gave $10.00 or more It is sug¬ 
gested that a member contribute not less than S-.00 
annually to cover the cost of production and mailing of 
the magazine, FELLOWSHIP, pamphlet hteratureand 
information service.

STATEMENT OF PURPOSE 


The Fellowship of Reconciliation is composed of men 
and women of many nations and races who recognize 
the unity of the world-wide human family and wish to 
explore the possibilities of love for discovering truth dis¬ 
pelling antagonisms, and reconciling people, despite all 
differences, in a friendly society. They believe that love, 
such as that seen preeminently in Jesus, must serve as the 
true guide for personal conduct under all circumstances; 
and they seek to demonstrate this love as the effective 
force for overcoming evil and transforming society into a 


The Fellowship of Reconciliation began in England 
in 1914 and was extended to the United States in 1915, 
as a movement of Christian protest against war and of 
faith in a better way than violence for the solution ot 
all conflict. Most of the members have joined because 
of their desire to follow unswervingly the way of life 
exemplified by Jesus. Some have received their inspira¬ 
tion from other religious leaders, and some have reached 
their faith in love and non-violence in still other ways. 
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Although members do not bind themselves to any 
exact form of words, 

J They refuse to participate in any war or to 
sanction military preparations; they work to 
abolish war and to foster good will among na¬ 
tions, races, and classes; 

J They strive to build a social order which will 
suffer no individual or group to be exploited 
for the profit or pleasure of another, and 
which will assure to all the means for realiz¬ 
ing the best possibilities of life; 

f They advocate such ways of dealing with 
offenders against society as shall transform the 
wrong-doer rather than inflict retributive 
punishment; 

f They endeavor to show reverence for per¬ 
sonality—in the home, in the education of 
children, in association with those of other 
classes, nationalities, and races; 



5 They seek to avoid bitterness and contention, 
and to maintain the spirit of self-giving love 
while engaged in the struggle to achieve these 
purposes. 

It is intended that members shall work out these pur¬ 
poses in their own ways. There is no uniform program 
of social reconstruction to which all are committed. The 
movement depends not upon a large number of nominal 
adherents, but upon those who, accepting the principles 
fully for themselves, will give time individually and in 
groups to thinking out what is implied, and will set them¬ 
selves seriously to apply their conclusions. Such an en¬ 
deavor inevitably brings a consciousness, of insufficiency; 
but strength and wisdom, far beyond the limits of our 
present experience, are available to all who open their 
lives to the leading of the Spirit of God. 


All who agree with the principles of The Fellowship 
of Reconciliation are invited to contribute and urged to 
become members. Their need, in these troublous times, 
of comradeship with others who share the deep convic¬ 
tions of pacifism is matched by the need of the Fellow¬ 
ship for the added strength which each person’s work 
and prayer may bring.

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Empty the Relocation 
Centers! 

Says Kirby Page 

A FTER visiting nine of the ten relocation 
centers, where more than 100.000 Jap¬ 
anese are now interned, Kirby Page pro¬ 
poses this solution of the problem—empty 
the relocation centers! 

In an article this week in The Christian 
Century, he says; "My impression is that 
an extremely bad policy is being adminis- 
efficiency and moderation by 
die War Relocation Authority.. The officials 
of this agency, both men and women* are 
for the most part persons of ability and 
fine character. Nowhere else have I heard 
the evacuation policy more rigorously con¬ 
demned than by men In high place within 
the centers.” 

Mr* Page reports that the physical eondl- 
tions are as good as could be expected* 
though the barracks are terribly crowded. 
The food is of good quality and ample in 
quantity.” “The evacuees*” he says. “have 
adjusted themselves to this Unfavorable en¬ 
vironment in a remarkable way” trans¬ 
forming bare barracks into quarters home¬ 
like and artistic. 

Mr Page reported that the great major¬ 
ity of the evacuees, in his judgment are 
honest and loyal; and that the question- 
naiie tests of loyalty made recently were 
unreliable; and that unfounded charges of 
disloyalty made in Congress and in the 
newspapers have intensified the rankling 
sense of flagrant injustice. 

Kis conclusion is that we must help the 
War Relocation Authority to get the Japa¬ 
nes e-Americans out of the relocation cen¬ 
ters as rapidly as possible and help them 
to find remunerative work and housing in 
unsegregated areas; to help get students 
mm higher school and "to create the atti- 
tude which will welcome these fellow 
Americans and their families as cl tizens 
and equals.” 

Mr* Page does not recommend their re¬ 
turn to war defense areas, or the indis¬ 
criminate release of criminals and those of 
doubtful loyalty. His plea is that those of 
* *? 3rth of Unquestioned loyalty 
should not be treated with injustice or in- 
consideration because of their ancestry

Who Should Attend? 

The week-end conferences should be made up of 
undergraduate and graduate students from univer¬ 
sities, colleges, teachers' colleges, theological semin¬ 
aries, etc. It is highly desirable that faculty members 
and religious workers on campuses also be present. 
High School teachers should be invited, as well as 
carefully selected seniors in High Schools. A limited 
number of recent graduates of colleges should be 
included. 

The Monday-Tuesday conferences should be open 
to clergymen, seminary professors and students, 
YMCA and YWCA secretaries and other religious 
workers, superintendents of church schools, teachers 
of adult Bible classes, and other selected laymen. 

Locations of Conferences 

Wherever possible the conference-retreat should 
be held in a beautiful and secluded conference site. 
Continuity of discussion is highly essential, and tran¬ 
sient attendance should be discouraged. Freedom 
from interruption is desirable. If it is necessary to 
hold the week-end conference on a campus, an effort 
should be made to insure maximum freedom from 
interruption and maximum regularity by requiring 
registration for the full conference. Visiting delega¬ 
tions should also be expected to be present through¬ 
out the retreat. 

If it is necessary to hold the Monday-Tuesday 
conference-retreat in a city, transient attendance 
should be discouraged. 

The conference should not exceed 300 in attend¬ 
ance, except in rare instances; and 150 will be large 
enough in many cases. 

Auspices 

The week-end conference-retreat may be held 
under the auspices of the Student YMCA and YWCA, 
and various other religious agencies working on 
campuses within a state or a region. 

The Monday-Tuesday conference-retreats may be 
held under the auspices of State Councils of Churches-, - 
County Councils, or several City Councils of Churches, 
with the cooperation of Ministerial Associations, 
Theological Seminaries, YMCA, YWCA, etc. 

Expenses 

A small conference fee of fifty cents per person 
will provide adequately for Mr. Page's traveling ex¬ 
penses and his other overhead costs. No additional 
honorarium is required.

* I met one of his cohorts the day after he 
nnade his talk and when I inquired if he i 
would fight if this country was invaded, 
by Germany he replied he would do what 
Christ would do. The Bible tells us that 
Christ at one time got very angry when 
these fifth columnists were encroaching on 
His Church and He gathered together some 
very strong ropes and made a lash and went 
into this church and whipped these money 
changers and drove them out of the temple. 
The records say He was very angry. 

Of course He died, not for the protection 
of Himself, but for the protection of you 
and me and I take the stand that if this 
country is invaded that we as men will 
die if it is necessary to protect our country 
and our loved ones. In other words, a man 
that is not willing to fight for his country 
and his family should not be permitted to 
enjoy the benefits and privileges of that 
country. 

I find that in our churches many of the 
people have a deplorable attitude along 
this line and it is up to American manhood 
to see that this damnable propaganda is 
stopped at once.

In following the thought of a 
letter to the Whittier Reporter, 
which was printed on April 4 re¬ 
garding the lecture of Kirby Page 
to the Christian Church 'Minis¬ 
ters. assembled in convention on 
March 25 to 28 at the First Chris¬ 
tian church of Whittier, on the 
subject “Should Christians take 
up arms against Hitler and,Sta¬ 
lin?"

Kirby’s answer was that the 
Church and Christians should not 
go along with the government.

To understand why Kirby 
would choose a subject like this 
you must know by what logic he 
proves his premises. In his writ¬ 
ings on Socialism, he says that 
individualism or capitalism must 
be done away. Capitalistic church 
men have profits to protect. With 
these individual interests to pro¬ 
tect they promote war. Therefore 
Capitalism must be destroyed to 
do away with war. He claims that 
his class has the real method of 
bringing in the kingdom of God 
on earth. It can not be done un¬ 
der the Capitalistic system. It is 
to be done through Socialism. As 
a right-wing socialist, he does not 
believe in war. The New World 
order or the Kingdom of God can 
be brought in by the ballot, state 
cooperatives, state ownership of 
land, banks, press, industries and 
labor unions.

and probably decide to protect 
your all. As the Scriptures are 
the best historical background of 
the state as well as the church 
and both of these institutions are 
creatures, can either one of them 
blaze an arbitrary course indepen¬ 
dent of the Scriptures, which are, 
the ihstructions of the Creator" 
To do so would be like the clay 
telling the Potter what to do. 
There are to be some confusion 
ideas like this at end time. “Some 
would worship the creature rath¬ 
er than the Creator. 

All of these independent inter¬ 
national “isms" claim to be crea¬ 
tors.
